FOUKS m LOUISYILLE 

Khduwr of Mail Sack Gives Hew 
Twirt To Paris Postoffioe 



The discovery In Lonlsvilie, (Sat- 
urday nl^ht, of a mall sack contain- 
ing Taricus articles stolen from tho 
Paris postoffice Thursday morning by 
ye§:gmen who blew the safe with dy- 
namite and escaped with' a large 
amount of valuable booty ^ve a new 
twist to the affair. The Louisville 
Herald Sitndar carries the foUowing 
story: ^ 

"That yegffmen who blew open ^he 
vaults of t4ie Parle poetoilee last 
Thursday came to Louisville with 
thfir loot, ectimaled at bet we* a 
19,000 and $25,000 and divided it 
here was indicated by a discarded 
mail saclc and contents found Friday 
night in a vacant lot behind eome 
ash barrels adjoining the negro Cal- 
vary Baptist Church, on Fifth street, 
near Yorlc. • ' 

"Two-cent "postage-due" stamps 
and a bundle of private pavers be- 
longing to Wm. Cooper, assistant 
postmaster of Paris, were among the 
papers recovered. The esift vahie 
is not yet Icnown. 

'The sack was found by William 
Prather, Janitor of the church, when 
he came to prepare the building for 
the morning's services. He at once 
notified the police. Patrolman Ellis 
H. Thornsberry and Louis Dierlcin, 
of the Sixth Distrlet, brought the 
sack In and turned it over to the pos- 
tal authorities. Chas. S. Raidy, su- 
perintendent of (mails, and W. E. 
Greenaway, postoffice inspector, at 
once checked over the contents. 

"In addftlon to the poetage due 
F<tamps which were useless to the 
robbers, t|ie sack was stuffed with 
the torn off margins of thousands of 
dollars worth of poetage stamps, in- 
dicating that the robbers were pro- 
fessionals and probably specialists at 
robbing postofflces, according to Mr. 
Greenaway. The margins of all 
stamps are numbered and if |icci- 
dentally left on when stauM^Ing let- 
ters, might enable im^eetors to trace 
the movements of the robbers, he 
said. The only valuable papers 
found were those belonging to Mr. 
Cooper, consisting of certificates for 
oil and various other stocks. 

"A number of torn and empty en- 
velopes, so»me registered, were 'aiUw 
in the sack or dropped near the place 
it was found. Some of them were ad- 
dressed to financial institutions. 

"One of the envtddpes'was regis- 
tered letter No. 1737, which had 
been opened and left on the ground 
by the robbers. It was addressed to 
S. E. Bedford, president of the Peo 
ples-Deposlt Bank at Paris, Ky. The 
envelope had contained a check for 
$6,000 sent the bank by Ira D. 
Thompson, president of the Thomp- 
son-Humble Lumber Co., of Somerset. 
Ky., Mr. Bedford said. As soon as 
the news of the postoflloe robbery 
reached Somerset, he said, Mr. 
Thompson stopped payment on the 
check, and. of course, suffered no 
loss. 

"While Louisvine detectives and 
federal authorities took up a search 
here for the bandits, it was believed 
that they had long since left tho 
city, prciiably for some Northern 
city. No other pouch from the Par's 
office has been found at any point 
Hope was held that the private pr.- 
pers found gnight prove of considera- 
ble value, thus returning a pari of 
the logs to tjie losers. 

"Much of the property taken, it is 
understood, belonged to Walter 
Payne, postmaster; Assistant Cooper 
and William Clark, elerk. 

*'An inspector working out of the 
Cincinnati once under which^ all 
Kentucky postoffice inspectors are as- 
signed is in charge of the case, Mr 
Greenaway said, his own connection 
witli it being merely the local end 
which developed lait night. 

"Before the sadL was found Mr. 
Greenaway was notified from Lex- 
ington that the robl>€rs might be 
headed toward Louisville, as an 
abandoned aatonobile found in the 
Bluegrass ritjrj oonUined evidence 
that it had beeiTused by at least two 
men .involved in the robbery. 

"Various theories were advanced 
as to the manner in which the post- 
olBee bandits made their getaway 
fromLoutevine after dividing the 
spoils. The sack containing their 
loot, now in possession of the post- 
olBce inspector here, was an ordi- 
Qcry canvas sack, evidently snatch- 
ed up at random, into which tlie 
men stuffed war savings stapips, 
packa£?es of registered mall, money, 
stamps and other valuables, after 
they dynamited two large safes and 
two small «nes in the Parts office. 
Mr. Greenaway said." 

Inspector Beck, of Lexington, who 
ha. had charge qt the inv^ftfgatlon 
of the theft, has completed his j%oiK. 
ATr Beck states that the actual lo-.-. 
iias been tabulated and is poiueh low 
er than as first reported. "The yegg

But for an accident of circumstai- 
cep Champ Clark, noted Democratic 
statesman and Congressional leader, 
might have been a resident of Paris 
insead of gracing the halls of Con- 
gress In Washington. 

At one period in the early life of 
Champ Clark, who was bom James 
Beauohamp dark, in Lawrenceburg, 
Ky., seventy-one years ago, he wai 
elected as snperintendent of the 
Pttblie sehoete of Paris. Clark was 
educated in the public schools of his 
town and later attended State Col- 
lege at Lexington, Bethany College, 
in West Virginia, and the Cincinnati 
Law School. As the story goes, Clark 
was expelled from the State College 
for an alleged infraction of the reg- 
ulations, and began teaching in one 
of the county schools of the State. 
He afterward entered Bethany Col- 
lege, as a student, where he gi'adu- 
ated with honors. He then decided 
to study law. 

Clark went to Cincinnati to ar- 
range for entrance as a student in 
the Cincinnati Law School. On his 
way home ha baeame aeaualnted 
with a Paris man, who suggested 
that he stop in Paris and apply for 
the poeition of superintendent of tiie 
Paris sehools. This lie did, and fo1> 
lowing his application was elected to 
that position. Upon returning to hlM 
hqime in Lawrenceburg he found 
awaiting him a letter tendering the 
appointment as president of Marshall 
College, in Marshall, Mo., which he 
accopted. Thus Paris lost as a resi- 
dent a man who afterward became 
one of the Matta'a foresMSt states- 
men.

WABXEN 6. HABBIKO INAUGTO- 
ATED AS PREa MBjT. 

WASHINGTOlTl^tfc^ 4.-.War^ 
ren Gaawliel Harmng was Inaugurat- 
ed President of the United States to- 
day, with ceremonies as simple as 
those that marked the induction into 
office of George Washin^on, more 
than a century ago. 

Only a cavalry escort of four troops 
accompanied the President in his ride 
from his hotel to the Capitol and 
thence to the White House, the little 
cavalcade contrasting strangely with 
the gigantic military and civil pro- 
cessions which have attended iifttugu- 
rations for half a century or more. 

Besides the cava^ efcor^ tha Con- 
gressional eonadttae la charse «f the 
inaagttal caNnoalM stationed sey- 
end cbmpanles of Marines, it. their 
spectacular full dress uniforms, at 
the Capitol as a guard of honor, and 
it stationed the brilliantly attired Ma- 
rine band — the "President's Own," 
— back of the inaugural stand, where 
they played "The Star Spangled 
Banner" immediately after Mr. Hard- 
ing had taken the oath of office. 

The very simplicity of the cere- 
monies on the East portico of the 
Capitol added to their impressiveness. 
Simple and impressive to the last de- 
gree also were those in the Senate 
chamber, where Calvin Coolidge was 
sworn in by Vice-President Mandudl, 
and whaie Mr. CooUdge in turn swore 
into office tiie new senatow deeted 
last November. 

The day's ceremonies begafi with 
formal calls on* the President-elect 
and Vice-President-elect at the New 
Williard Hotel by the Congn'ession- 
al committee, headed by Senator 
Knox of Pennsylvania. Leaving the 
hotel, the Pi'esidential party proceed- 
ed to the White House, where Presi- 
dent Wilson entered the automobile 
occupied by the President-elect.

EX-SERVICE MEN AND FEDERAL 
ALACT. 



A bill has been ifiroposed by the 
Federal Board for Vocational Edu- 
cation for the purpose of liberalizing 
the present Act and extending its 
benefits. This bill has already pass- 
ed the Senate. The proposed Act 
provides the following: 

1. Vocational Training for Amer- 
ican citizens serving in Allied Forces. 
2. Vocational Training for ten per 
cent disability or over, t." Vocation- 
al Training for widow or orphan of 
persons who have died as a result of 
injury or diss|ittit¥ connected with 
service lii o|ir arniM forees. 4. Med- 
ical service and treatment for 
trainees. 5. Base pay of 1100,000 
per month to all trainees. 6. Limita- 
tion of eighteen months in which to 
apply for training after pMMgo of 
proposed act. 

This Bill, if passed, and there is 
reason to believe that it will be, will 
greatly aafesttd Wnafitb of the 
Act. 

It will enable a great many men 
who are entitled to training without 
an allowance to receive SMUOite] 
pay while in training. 

An especially good feature of the 
Bill is the proi>osed grant of train- 
ing to the widow or orphan of persons 
who have died as a result of injiury 
or disability connected with service 
fat the tJ. S. Forces. ^

"rust" and "black flre" in the 1920 
tobacc9 crop, could be iraced back to 
the plant beds. Dr. W. D. Valleau, 
plant piatholoftiat at the Slate OoUege 
of Agriculture, Lexington, has issu- 
ed warning to Kent.ioky farmers to 
treat their l'J21 seed and take other 
precautions to con«.r-l the disease 
during the coming season. 

Aoeordiiiir to Dr. Valleau. both dis- 
naiys are eaa<f^ by bacteria and are 
carried through the winter oa the 
seed. "Probably much of the seed 
saved this past season Is intseted, 
but the prevalence of the disease dusr 
ing the coming year will* depend 
largely on whether conditions during 
the seed-bed season, since the infec- 
tions are favorably by a rainy sea- 
son." said the specialist. 

Recommendations for the treat' ng 
of seeds, seed beds and the tobacco 
fields are being sSnt out from Stale 
College by the plant pathologist.

Capt. Berry wss" a aaflte of Fay- 
ette county, and was the son of the 
late Mr. and Mra. Henry King Berry. 
He entered the Coafedevate ssrrice 
in 1861, as a private In Company A, 
General John H. Morgan's original 
company, afterward Company A of 
the Second Kentucky Cavalry, com- 
manded by Col. Basil W. Duke. Capt. 
Berry was with Company A until the 
close of the war, having at one time 
been promoted to its command. H3 
was shot through the lungs by a 
minie ball at the battle of Bufflngton 
Island. Ohio, in June, 1863. He was

It was learned at Sing Sing prison

WASHIx\GTON, March 4*-^)eath 
cloaed Wednesday the csroer of 
Champ Clark, of Ifiaioiiri, for more 
vuui a qu a r t er century a towering 
flcore in National politics, a stalwart 
oastalwarts in the Democratic party. 

He died in the very shadow of the 
Capitol, just over the way from the 
hotel where he has lived many years, 
House and Senate seethed in the clos- 
ing hours of the Gongreas, of which 
he was an honoirod ■■iuhai and lead- 
er. 

The stir of legislative battle was 
with him to the end. He lived again 
in memory as his pulses flagged days 
of the eight years he wielded the 
Speaker's gavel in the House. Those 
sorrowing «t hia bedside heard the 
old ChieflBiB mnttor in Us kit- de- 
lirium : 

"The qvealion ia on adoption of the 
conference report." 

By mandate more binding than any 
written Uw» Gong^M barely halted 
in reverence to naric the passing of 
the aged member. Knowing, as the 
years had taught him to know, the 
vital urgency of time in the closing 
days of a Congress, the former 
Speaker made known his will from 
what he knew was his deathbed. His 
wish was carried to both Houses that 
no halt in public business should be 
made at his death. 

In obedience to that behest, the 
House, peopled with his personal 
friends of whatever party, halted a 
short half hour in adjournment, then 
marched on with its crowded pro- 
gram. 

In that preaaing work .Mr. Clark 
took active share to m little more 
than ten days ago. cOm^liog his 
party colleagues aa Denoawtie load- 
er until a eold itriiek him down to 
become a victim of the infirmities of 
his seventy years of driving life that 
reckoned nothing of his own physical 
welfare. 

His death threw a shadow over 
every face in the chamber. When 
Representative Rucker of the Mis- 
souri delegation arose to announce it, 
his voice choked with emotion. It 
was a halting, brief eulogy he pro- 
nounced, but it drew from members 
signs of sorrow more eloquent than 
words to tell of the place the dead 
leader held in their affection and 
respect. The formal motion for a 
half hour adjournbient was made by 
Representative Mondell, Republican 
leader. 

Mr. Clark would have been 71 
yimn old had he lived until next 
Monday, but his twenty-siz yeara of 
service in tlie House would have end- 
ed on Friday, for he ww defeated 
for re-election. 

In the subdued talk on floor or in 
cloakrooms, while theHouse paused in 
honor of his memory, friends of 
years' standing scorned the sugges- 
tion that the stout heart of the Mis- 
sourian had been shaken by political 
defeat. That he had forseen long 
in advance, they said. The death a 
year ago of his idolized three-year-old 
grandson and namesake, Champ 
Clark Thompson. 

. Since that blow it was said Mr. 
Clftrk's colleagues had noted a wan- 
ing of his keen interest in public af- 
fairs and a little droop to the massive 
shouldera ao familiar throiurh the 
yeara in the cmrridon ti the Capitol. 

There waa one thing upon which all 
were agreed — t&at Mr. Ciarfc had died 
as he wished to die, hi the hanMii of 
his life work. 

He had planned retirement to his 
home in Bowling Green, Mo., after 
March 4, but the end found him still 
serving his country and his St:ite in 
the House. That made it possible for 
the House to vote his widow a year 
of her husband's salary as its first 
business when the memorial adjourn- 
ment was over. 

Dr. Jesse Shoup, Mr. Clark's physi- 
cian had little hope from the day his 
patient was taken down with a cold. 
Pleurisy developed <iuickly,^ but be- 
hind that there was an accumulation 
of ailmenta, due largely to advanced 
age and the reckless energy Mr. 
Clark had thrown into his work. To 
development of these the cold opened 
an easy door. _ It was only a ques- 
tion of a little time. Dr. Shoup knew, 
despite the courageous fight his pa- 
tient was making, and besides Mrs. 
Clark, the former Speaker's son, Ben- 
nett, and his daughter and her hus- 
band, Mr. and Mrs. James M. Thom- 
son, of New Orleans, were at his bed- 
side through all his last hours. 

In the Senate word of Mr. Clark's 
death was given by Senator Harrison 
of Mississippi. He spoke feelingly 
of the service the veteran Democratfc 
leader had rendered his party and the 
nation, but Mr. Clark's wishes that 
no halt in the business of Congress 
should be made in hia honor pre- 
vailed, and the Senate ke|ift on at its 
work. 

In the Democratic National Con- 
vention at Baltimore ia 1912. Cfainhp 
Clark lad on tweq^-aeven ballota for 
the voaunatiMi as candidate for 
Preaidentv and had a clear majority 
on nine ballots prior to the final nam- 
ing of Woodrow Wilson. The two- 
thirds rule of the convention alone 
prevented Mr. Clark's nomination. 
The honor which his party thus paid 
him was the niost notable of his pub- 
lic life. In American political history 
Martin Van Buren was the only 
other man who failed of the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Presidency 
after having received a majority of 
the votes in the national convention, 
but he enjoyed the unique distinction 
of being elected subsequently. 

William J. Bryan's sensational at- 
tack on Mr. Clark at Baltimore, 
charging him with being affiliated 
with leaders representing "the inter- 
ests," held the convention in deadlock 
for more than a week, wheif it ended 
in the nomination of Wilson. Bryan's 
speech, declaring that Thomas F. 
Ryan, August Belmont and Charles 
F. Murphy were supporting Clark, 
was a bolt from the blue which made 
the Clark ranks waver. Clark sup- 
porters declared afterward that none 
of the three leaders mentioned was 
for Clark as first choice, but that the 
unit rule carried the New York dele- 
gation to the Clark forces. 

The breach between Bryan and 
Clark never healed, although they 
met at a luncheon arranged by mu- 
tual, friends a few months later and 
exchanged perfunctory speeches. 
Coolness between Clark and Wilson

Although Champ Cburfc was known 
as. a Missourian, he was born in An- 
derson, Ky., on Ifareh 7, 1850. He

His first work 
was as aJTarm hand, clerk in a gen- 
eral fl*ore, akid on a eowrtry iiews^ 
paper. ' 

He was educated at Kentucky Uni- 
versity and Bethany College and the 
Cincinnati Law School. For a short 
time he was President of Marshall 
College and, at 22, held the record of 
being the youngest college President 
in the United States. In 1875 he 
nioved to Missouri, where he took up 
the study and practice of law, and 
became Prosecuting Attorney in Pike 
county. His next step was into the 
Missouri Legislature, where he fram- 
ed the Missouri primary law, an anti- 
trust statute and an Australian ballot 
law- He waa Permanent Chairman 
of the Democratic National Conven- 
tion at St. Louia in 1904 and headed 
the committee that notified Alton B. 
Parker of his Presidential nomina- 
tion. 

Sent To House In 1893. * 

He was first sent to the national 
forum in 1893. Although then re- 
garded as "green," his strength in the 
House developed rapidly. When John 
Sharp Williams left the House for the 
Senate, Representative Clark was 
made minority leader by virtue of his 
seniority on the Ways and Means 
Committee, which drafted the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff act. His service on that 
committee in trsring to keep duties 
down won him the regard of the Dem- 
ocrats, and his speech of five hours 
against the bill was one of the nota- 
ble addresses of that Congress. 

Mr. Clark's sincerity, friendship 
for opponents and adherents alike, hi» 
fairness as a presiding officer and his 
knowledge of history, his love of 
clean anecdotes and humorous stories, 
his marvelously retentive memory 
ranked with his attributes of leader- 
ship. He welded the minority into a 
virtual Democratic unit when he was 
minority leader, and after the ousting 
of Cannon, which robbed tiie Speak- 
ership of many of its powers, he di- 
vided with Majority Leader Under- 
wood the control of the Denoteats in 
the House and they formed a great 
working team. 

P hp a ic ially he was a giant of a man, 
standing over six feet two tiiehes ia 
height and welgfaihg a trifle more 
than 200 pounds. 

Speaker Clark and Mrs. Champ 
Clark, a familiar figure in the 
Speaker's bench in the gallery, enter- 
tained not only at an annual New 
Year's house and at other functions, 
but gave informal weekly luncheons 
at the Capitol to which members and 
the capitol to which members and 
others were invited. Mrs. Thompson 
and Bennett Clark parliamentarians 
of the House at the Speaker's ap- 
pointment, whom the Speaker hoped 
to have succeed him to his seat in 
Conj^ress, comprised rert of tiie 
immediate family.
